therein, humbly conceiving that, if an Account of 


the Riſe, Progreſs, and preſent State of the ſaid. 


School were more generally known, many well. 
diſpoſed. Perſons might be induced to contribute 
their aſſiſtance, to uphold ſo laudable an under- 
taking, have therefore thought it proper to pub- 
liſh the following account of the ſame. 
In an account of the Riſe and Progreſs of this 
Society, given by Sir Thomas Jones, Knight, their 
firfl Treaſurer and Secretary, which was pub- 
liſhed in the year 1717, it appears that it began 
to be eſtabliſhed on the firſt of March, 1714, in 
honor of the birth-day of Her Royal Highneſs 
| | Caroline, 
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Carolinè, then Princeſs of Wales, which forty- 
nately happened to be coincident to the anniver- 
fary commemoration of the titular ſaint of the 
Principality. That His Royal Highneſs George, 
then Frince of Wales, upon the addreſs of the 
Society, preſented by them on the 24th of the 
ſame month, was pleaſed to honor the Society 
with his Patronage, under the ſtyle and title of 
The moſt Honorable and Loyal Society of Ancient 
Britons, That, on the ſaid iſt of March, 1714, 
the Rev. Mr, Philips read the ſervice of the 
Church of England, and the Rev. Mr. Lewis 
preached a ſermon in the Britiſb language, at St. 
Paul's Covent=Garden, before the Right Rev. Fa- 
ther in God, Fohn, Lord Biſhop of Bangor, Lord 
Almoner to his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 
Wales, the Right Honorable N Lord Viſ- 
count Liſburne, and many of the Welph, and 
other Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy; from whence 
they proceeded to Haberdaſbers Hali to dinner. 
That, before dinner, an ode, compoſed on the 
occaſion by Mr. Hughes, and ſet to muſic by Dr. 
Pepuch, was sung by Mrs. Margaretta and Mrs. 
Barbier; and, after dinner, many loyal toaſts 
were drank, and gs ſung; particularly one 
compoſed and ſung by Mr. Durfey, which is 
recorded in the ſame publication; as alſo a poem, 
(among others preſented that day) written by 
Mr. John Morgan (eldeſt fon of John Morgan, 
of Tradegar, Eſq. then very young, and at ſchool 
at Monmouth) on the ſubjett of S. David's day. 
That, having ſpent the day with great feſtivity 
and harmony, they choſe ſeveral Noblemen and 
Gentlemen of Dignity, either as Members of 


Parliament, or as enjoying places of public truſt 
under 
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under government, to be Preſident and Stewards 
for the year enſuing. | It alſo appears in the ſame 
account, that, at a meeting of the Stewards, held 
on the gth of May, 1716, it was reſolved, That 
two Welſh boys, one of North, the other of 
South Wales, be put out apprentices to trades, 
and 109, given with each: to which reſolution a 
note is ſubjoined, that two boys were put out 
apprentices, and ſeveral charities given to other 
r perſons, natives of the Principality. Sir 
homas (as if foreſeeing the future proſperity 
of that infant Charity) adds, From your Cha- 
« rity thus excellently employed, may you not exped a 
« nurſery of youth educated and brought up in the true 
« principles of religion and virtue, and in fidelity and 
* loyalty ? for theſe excellent purpoſes are no way ſo 
« effeually anſwered as by the educalion of poor chil- 
* dren, who by that means will be made good Chrij- 
« /iani and good ſulecis ; be taught their duty to God, 
« their king, their country, their neighbours, and them- 
« ſelves; 'will become uſeful members of the commu. 
« nity, and be enabled to do good in their generation.“ 
By other accounts of this Charity, it appears, thar, 
about the year 1718, a few, public-ſpirited gen- 
tlemen, of the Principality of Wales, ſtimulated 
by the ſame laudable zeal which gave birth to 
this noble inſtitution, and obſerving that many 
r children of their unfortunate countrymen, 

rn in or near Lox pox, were not entitled to any 
parochial ſettlement, and conſequently had no 
opportunity of being inſtructed in the principles 
of Chriſtianity (to the groſs ignorance of which, 
idleneſs, debauchery, and all vices are chiefly 
owing) entered into a voluntary ſubſcription for . 
the /e/ting up and ſupporting a ſchool in or near Lox-

pow, for the Inflrufling, Clollung, and ing 
forth Apprentices, poor Children deſcended of Welſh 
Parents, born in or near LONDON, as aforeſaid, ha- 
ving no Parochial Selllement within the Bills. of: Mor 
_ Jality ; and, in the firſt place, fixed on a ſober, diſ- 
creet, and capable maſter, who was directed, that, 
at the ſame time he was making the poor children 
good Chriflians, and loyal and uſeful ſubjects, he 
would carefully inculcate the great leſſon pre- 
ſcribed by our Savrous, of true humility ; inſtruct 
them in the duties of ſervants, and im due obe- 
dience and ſubjection to ſuperiors; hy - means 
whereof: they would be properly prepared, not 
only to be. good apprentices. to trades and obe- 
dient ſervants, but better fitted for any other 
employment or buſineſs of uſe and benefit to the 
public. , BOSD TTEL 
The ſubſcriptions at firſt being ſo ſmall as not 
to anſwer any great expence, the Society were 
obliged to take a room near Hallon Garden, and 
to permit only Twelve pobr children to be taken 
in upon the eſtabliſnment, until their charitable 
deſigns became better known, and the ſubſcrip- 
tions increaſed. 13 8 
The reſolution and perſeverance with uhich 
this -charttable inſtitution was carried on in the 
beginning, and eſpecially the worthy example of 


the gentlemen who managed the affairs of the 


Charity, ſoon induced many well-diſpoſed per- 
ſons, as well natives of the Principality, as others, 
to promote it, either by becoming themſelves, or 
perſuading their friends, to be Annual Subſcribers, 
or to give temporary benefactions: and there- 
upon the Society immediately reſolved, that the 
number of poor children to be taken upon the 

eſtabliſhment, 


CCC 
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eſtabliſhment, ſhould be agreeable to their firſt 1 
plan, which was forty, and to take a commodious 
room for the preſent, until they were enabled to 
build a ſchool, for the better carrying on their 
pious deſign. | | 
In this ſtate the charity went on for ſome years, 
and with great pleaſure the ſociety ſaw it anſwer 
many of the good purpoſes for which it was eſta- 
bliſhed. Many helpleſs children not only found 
preſent relief by this charity, but were put in the Il 
way to eſcape the corruption they are liable to in | 
the world, and become uſeful members of the 
community. They now imagined, that if a ſchool 
was erected on purpoſe for poor children, it 
would be a means of making their good deſigns 
more public, and might probably recommend the 
charity to the farther notice of the well-diſpoſed. 
In the year 1737, therefore, the Society began. 
a a ſubſcription for erecting a ſchool-houſe; in 
which they were generouſly aſſiſted {to their ho- 
nor be it ſpoken) by ſeveral noble and worth | 
perſons of the Principality of Wales, and alſo by | 
many other charitable gentlemen and Ladies. The | 
Society ſtill hoping that in ſo charitable an un- 
dertaking they ſhould be liberally aſſiſted, fixed 
on a piece of ground on Clerkenwe!l-Green, be- 
longing to a certain honorable gentleman, and 
contracted with a builder ro ere& a ſchool ; which, 
when finiſhed, and the account for building, as 
alio an amount of ſubſcription towards the un- 
dertaking, being laid before the Society, they, 
2 great concern, found a deficiency of 3410. 
165. 
And though this great debt has ſince been diſ- 
charged by one hundred pounds given by Mr. 
D : | Ynyr 
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Ynyr Lloyd, then Treaſurer, at an annuity of 
five per cent. determinable on one life, and the 
bounty of ſeveral worthy benefactors, yet the 
Society with the utmoſt regret obſerved, that they 
could not carry on their Charitable deſign to a 
proper extent,. without the farther aſſiſtance of 
the well-diſpoſed, which they moſt carneſtly 
requeſted, for the following reaſons: : 

I. Becauſe there were many more objects offer. 
ed, who were entitled to this charity, to whom the 
Society could afford nothing more than their pity 
and compaſſion ; being unable to relieve them out 
of their then ſubſcriptiens, &c. And as the re. 
lief of ſuch diſtreſſed objects was much at their 
hearts, they were ſincerely and earneſtly deſirous 
to ſee the ſaid charity enlarged: the uſefulneſs 
whereof, and the great good it has ſince done, ap- 

pears by the ſecretary's account hereunto annexed. 
II. Becauſe, without this charitable ſupport, 
many children, deſcended of Welſb parents, born 
in or near Low DON, who may be truly ſaid to be 
naked, wretched and poor, utterly unable to help 
themſelves ; whilſt thoſe, whoſe duty and affec- 
tions would have been naturally prompted to aſſiſt 
them, were either dead, or as poor and deſtitute as 
themſelves; and, having no PAROCHIAL SET- 
TLEMENT, muſt become objects of want and 
mitery, and be liable to be ruined through igno- 

rance and irreligion. ; | 

The Society, in the year 1769, on the recom- 
mendation of ſeveral worthy ladies, enlarged their 
lan, and took. Six Gigs into the houſe, to be 
— educated, and clothed on the eſtabliſh- 
ment, and when of proper age, to be put out by 

the charity ta trade or ſervitude. 5 
8 c 
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The patronage afforded-this charity, by His 
Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wars, the nobi- 
lity, gentry, and public in general, induced the 
Treaſurer and Truſtees; in the year 1771, to at- 
tempt a further enlargement of their plan, and to 
undertake, in future; the Education; and entire 
Maintenance, of a certain number of Boys and 
Girls. In this they have been greatly encou- 
raged, and very generouſly aſſiſted ; and for which 
the Treaſurer and Truſtees, in the name of the 
whole Society, beg Leave to return their ſincere 
thanks. | 
As the ſchool-houſe on Cler tenwell- Green would 
not admit of enlargement ſufficient for this pur- 
poſe, a piece of freehold ground has been purchaſed 
and ſecured to the uſe of the charity. It ſtands on 
the right hand fide of the road from Gray's Iun 
Lane to Pancrafs. | 
On this pleaſant airy ſpot is now erected and 
finiſhed a Schoo/-houſe, and other proper buildings 
ſufficient to accommodate ONE HUNDRE 
CHILDREN. The expence of purchaſing and 
ſecuring the ground ; erecting, finiſhing, and fur- 
niſhing the ſchool-houſe and building, with the 
brick wall round the ſame, and garden; levelling 
the ground, and planting fruit-trees, &c. in the 
garden, amounted to 3695/. 185. 11d. | 
As a convincing proof that the reaſons before 
ſtated, ſtill exiſt, as incentives to prompt the be- 
nevolent heart to give full vigour and ſupport to 
ſo laudable an undertaking; it may be neceſſary 
to ſtate, that notwithſtanding the School, within 
theſe few years, hath been augmented to the num- 


ber of 69 Boys and 25 Girls, yet, lamentable it is 


to ſay, that for ſome time paſt, and parlicularly at the 
election in Ottober laſt, there were upwards of 50 
| B 2 pour 
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poor and diſtreſſed objects, candidates for four va- 
cancies—many of whom had been pelilioners for years, 
and fome fo long that their advance in age was likely 
to preclude them from the benefit of admiſſion. The 
Society, therefore, impelled by theſe preſſing calls 
of humanity, deem it their duty to make a further 
CI as ſoon as poſſible. 


he expence of ſupporting the ſchool, and the 


preſent number of children, NINETY. FOUR, 
amounts to upwards of 1400. per annum. | 

To defray and ſupport ſuch expence, and to 
extend the benefit of the Charity to the other 
diſtreſſed objects, the Society beg leave to ſolicit 
the liberal aſſiſtance of a benevolent public, and 
eſpecially of their countrymen of the PrIxnciea- 
LITY ; as an inſtitution of this kind is highly de- 
ſerving of their notice and fupport on the prin- 
ciples of patriotiſm, humanity, and religion : an 
inſtitution which, whilſt well conducted, muſt 
relieve multitudes of helpleſs children as well as 
their parents; afford benefit and advantage to the 
public in general; reflect great honor, and yield 
the moſt ſolid ſatis faction, to all who contribute to 
its ſupport. | 


Having thus given a ſhort account of the rife, 


progrels, and preſent ſtate of the Welſh Charity- 
School, the Preſident, Vice- Preſidents, Treaſurers, 
Governors, and Truſtees, in the name of the SO- 
CIETY, humbly hope, for the foregoing conſi- 
derations, that the well-diſpoſed and charitable 
among the nobility, gentry, and others, will con- 
tribute their aſſiſtance ; and that all True and An- 
cient BRITONS in parlicular, will now exert that 
ſpirit of charity, for which their generous fore- 
fathers were ſo remarkable, and let the Benefac- 


tion of the hand diſplay the benevolence of the 


heart,

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heart, by aſſiſting the Society to reſcue from want 
and miſery, both here and hereafter, the diſtreſſed 
children of many of their poor countrymen. 


The TreasuRerxs, GoverNoRs, and TRus- 
üs, With great pleaſure and ſatis faction, beg 


leave to obſerve, that many who have had their 


education, and were apprenticed out by this 


Charity, live in credit and reputation, and are 


now become ſubſcribers and benefactors to the 
{ame :; others, in teſtimony of their gratitude, 
have left legacies in their Wills ; one in parti. 
cular, named Edward Williams, left the reſidue 
of his fortune (after paying the ſeveral legacies 
bequeathed by his will) amounting to the ſum 

of 1951/. 16s, which has been wholly paid, and 
afforded great aſſiſtance towards building the 
preſent ſchool-houſe. 


All perſons who are diſpoſed 10 contribute 10 the Sup

change, whoſe father or mother has been born in 
Wales, or county of Monmouth. | 


sthly. The father, or mother, if living (if not, 
the friends of the child) muſt make oath that the 
child is not entitled to ParRocHIAL SETTLEMENT 
in London, or within the bills of mortality, by the 
parent's ſervitude, houſe-keeping, or otherwiſe. 


6thly. The parent, (or, if dead, the friend) of 
every child who may become candidate for admiſ- 
ſion, muſt firſt be examined by the board of Trea- 
ſurers, Governors, and Truſtees of the charity ; 
and (if the child is found eligible) referred to the 
ſecretary for a petition, which muſt be ſigned 
by at leaſt two Governors, or Subſcribers, but no 
Petitions are granted on General or Quarterly 
Mectings. | 

N. B. Children are admitted four times in the 
year, when vacancies happen, v2. the firſt Monday 
in the month after quarter days; and in order to 
relieve the GREATEST OBJECTS that offer, they are 
choſen by BALLOT of the Governors and Truſtees

RESOLUTIONS and RULES for the better Manage- 
ment of the CHARITY, 


1/, Reſolved—T hat a Houſe Committee of this Cha- 
rity be appointed annually on the firſt Monday in April. 
conſiſting of thirty-ſix Governors and Truſtees, who are 
to claſs or ſubdivide themſelves at their Option, to act for 
ſtated Months in the Year, ſo that fix at the leaſt may be 
ſummoned to attend at the School Houſe, at ſuch Time 
in the Week preceding every Monthly Meeting as they 
ſhall agree upon, or — if they think fit; and any 
Three of them ſhall be deemed a Quorum, and ſhall have 


Power and Authority to examine all Accounts of Receipts 


and Diſburſements, and the Quality and Value of all Ne- 
ceſſaries with which this Charity ſhall be ſupplied; to 
ſign the Accounts for ſuch as they ſhall deem juſt and rea- 
ſonable, and report the ſame to the next Monthly 
Meeting, together with ſuch Accounts or Neceſſaries (if 
any ſuch there be) as they ſhall deem unfit to allow: as 
alſo to report all ſuch Rules, Orders, or Regulations, as 
they ſhall think neceſſary to be made, eſtabliſhed and con- 
krmed for the better management of the affairs of this 
Charity. Provided, that no Governor or Truſtee, whe 
ſhall not be appointed one of the Houſe Committee, ſhall 
be reſtrained from acting at any of the Subdjviſion Meet- 
ings aforeſaid, 
2dly. Reſolved— That aft Purchaſes or Agreements 
which ſhall be neceſſary to be made, exceeding the Value 
of 20]. ſhall be made by public Contract at a monthly 
Meeting of the Governors and Truſtees; twenty-one Days 
previous Notice of which Contracts or Agreements ſhall be 
given in The Daily Advertiſer, ſigned by the Secretary to 
this Charity. 
3dly. Reſolved—T hat it be competent to all Children 
(not under Seven nor exceeding Ten Years of Age) 
born within the Cities of London or Heſiminſter, or with- 
in Ten Miles of the Royal Exchange, whoſe Parents have 
no parochial Settlements within the ſaid Limits, and either 
Father or Mother ſhall have been born within the Princi- 
C pality 
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pality of Hales or County of Monmouth, and whoſe Peti- 
tion or Recommendation ſhall be ſigned by Two Gover- 
nors, Truſtees, or Subſcribers (provided the Subſcription 
Money of any ſuch Subſcriber ſhall not be leſs than One 
Guinea per Annum, and ſhall not be more than two Years 
in Arrear at the time of preſenting ſuch Petition or Re- 
commendation, and who ſhall at the time of tendering ſuch 
Petition produce authentic Certificates of their Age) to 
become Candidates for Admiſſion upon the Foundation 
of this Charity. | 

4thly Reſolved---T hat all Elections of Children upon 
this Foundation, ſhall be by the Majority. of Governors 
and Truſtees preſent only at a general quarterly Meeting; 
or (if required by any Two or more of the Governors or 
Truſtees — by Ballot in Manner following: Each 
of the Governors or Truſtees ſhall make a Liſt of the 
Names of ſuch of the Children who ſhall be Candidates 
for Admiſſion, as he ſhall deem to be the moſt proper 
Objects to fill the then vacancies, and ſhall fold up and de- 
liver ſuch Liſts, ſeparately, to the Chairman, to be by him 
put into a Glaſs Jar, which ſhall be provided for that Pur- 
poſe ; and that upon every ſuch Ballot, fome Two of the 
Governors or Truſtees preſent ſhall be elected Scrutineers 
to aſſiſt the Chairman in taking the Liſts, one by one, out 
of the ſaid Glaſs, and otherwite in aſcertaining to whom 
the Lots of Admiſſion ſhall belong: But in all Caſes 
where there ſhall be an Equality of Votes, the Chairman 
ſhall have a deciſive or caſting Vote: And if it ſhall hap- 
pen that any Liſt ſo made and delivered, ſhall contain a 
greater or leſs Number of Names than there are Vacan- 
cies; or if Two or more Liſts ſhall be folded up together, 
ſuch Liſts ſhall ſeverally be rejected, and are hereby de- 
clared void. | | 

5thly Reſolved---That upon every Election or Bal- 
lot as aforeſaid, the ſecretary is hereby required, without 
Delay, to ſend Notice in Writing to the Governors, 
Truſtees, or Subſcribers, who ſhall have ſigned the Peti- 
tion or Recommendation of every Child fo admitted to 
this Charity, unleſs they ſhall be perſonally preſent. | 

6thly, Reſobved---That no Subſcriber ſhall be allowed 


to vote at any General Meeting for the Election of any 
Treaſurer, 
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Treaſurer, Maſter, or Matron of this Charity, or other 
ſpecial Matter relating thereto, who ſhall not have been 
a Subſcriber for the Space of Twelve Calendar Months, 
at the leaſt, preceding the Time of ſuch Election, nor ſhall 
any Subſcriber be allowed to vote, as aforeſaid, whoſe Sub- 
ſcription ſhall be two Years in Arrear. 

7thly. Reſolved—That no motion which ſhall be made 
atany Meeting for eſtabliſhing any Rule or Order re- 
ſpecting the Affairs of this Charity, or for altering or reſ- 
cinding any of the Standing Rules or Orders, ſhall be 
diſcuſſed or proceeded upon until the next or ſome ſubſe- 
quent Meeting; and Copies of all Motions ſo made, ſhall 
be inſerted in circular Letters to all the Governors and 
Truſtees, and ſuch letters delivered to them, at leaſt ten 
Days before the Meeting appointed for ſuch Diſcuſſion z 
nor ſhall any Motion ſo made, diſcuſſed, and. proceeded 
upon, be valid or effectual, unleſs the ſame ſhall have been 
confirmed and approved by a ſucceeding Meeting : And 
all Orders, Rules, and Regulations, which ſhall be ſo 
made, ſhall from time to time be fairly entered by the Se- 
co in Books to be provided and kept for that Pur-

78%. Reſolved —T hat the Minutes, or Subſtance of the 
Proceedings of each Meeting, be audibly read by the Se- 
cretary, and proper and diſtin Entries made in Books, to 
be provided for that Purpoſe ; and the Chairman, before he 
leaves the Chair, is required to ſign the rough Sketches, 
gthly. Reſolved — That the acting Treaſurer (being con- 
ſidered as a reſponſible and chief Officer, next the Preſident 
and Vice Preſidents, and his Office a Station of Honor 
not of Emolument) do execute his Office without any Sa- 
lary or pecuniary Conſideration whatever, and from time to 
time receive and pay ſuch Sum or Sums of Money, as by 
proper Authority he ſhall be empowered to do, with due 
Attention to the Intereſt of this Charity in the Execution 
of his Office. And that all and every Perſon and Perſons 
who ſhall be elected or appointed to ſerve the ſaid Office, 
ſhall give ſuch ſecurity for the due and faithful Execution 
of the ſame as ſhall be deemed reaſonable by the major 
Part of the Governors, Truſtees, and Subſcribers preſent 
at any ſuch Election or Appointment.
